1, Because of the extremely limited circle of English-speaking 
natives with whom an operative in northern JJwill come into contact, eon nea 
a thorough knowledge of one of the country's indigenous languages is vitally 
necessary to the successful conduct of intelligence operations. This is 
particularly true among the tribal peoples who must figure prominently in 
important operational activity.
